Judge Curler Dismisses the Case 


Against G. W. Shutter-Cot- 


trell in District Court 


Judge Curler handed down a very 


important decision yesterday and one 
(Which is of peculiar interest to the 
citizens of Reno. 
The decision was 


rendered in the case of the 'State of 
Nevada vs. G. W.. Shutter-.Cottrell on 
defendant's iappe'al firqm the 
Police 


Court of Reno-.' 
The -defendant was 


tried in the Police Court last June. on 
the charge of having, failed, .and re- 
fused, to tear down the wooden buifcf- 
ing at No. 238 Virginia street, after 
having been directed,so to do by Chief 
Leeper. 
•

A fire had broken out and partially 


destroyed the building 'prior' to the ar- 
rest and the city authorities .deemed''it 
dangerous, -as tending to .hazard other 
buildings near by. . An 
-ordimi(nce 


framed by the city, attorney - had, been- 
passed by the Council some time prior 
to the fire and. was intended to meet 
just such an emergency. 


It provided that when the chief of 


the fire department should deem any 
building dangerous,. he should notify 
the owner or person in possession. to 
tear the same down, and remove it 
within ten days..;. The ordinance ' fur- 
ther provided for an appeal frpmisuch 
order to the City Council, .and if the. 


'Council tiffirmed the,'action. ,.of'" the 
chief, the owner or person in possess- 
ion should tear down the structure and 
remove it withlnj thirty ,days from date 
of such action by the( Council.: Iri.this 
case the Council did'affirnr.'the a'fition 
of: the chief 'and Co'ttrejl, ' refusing;,vto 
tear the building down 'was "arrested 
and-found guilty. 
:

The case was appealed to the Dis- 


trict 
Court 
where 
the 
defendant, 


through his attorneys, attacked tha'or- 
dinance as being unconstitutional 'in 
that it contained an unwarranted dele- 
gation of unlimited" and. arbitrary pow- 
er to the chief without" prescribing 
any rules within which such discretion 
should be exercised; thus enabling, him 
if he sought to. favor friends and pun- 
ish foes, regardless of the' merits. It 
wa.s 
also contended that the ordinance 


operated to deprive persons of their 
property without due process of . law, 
in that the ordinance vested in the 
chief, the functions of both judge and 
jury.

Judge Curler, in the decision, held 


with the defendant's attorneys on 'all 
points and declared the ordinance void. 
Cooke & Ayres were the attorneys for 
defendant while City Attorney Wil- 
liams fought the case for the city.

1. R. Bryant Falls Into Truckee 


From High Bank and Has 


Hard Fight for Life 


Louis R Bryant of Sparks, who is 


•employed with an engineering party of 
the Southern Pacific 
Company 
fell 


over a steep bank into the Truckee riv- 
•er near Hafed yesterday afternoon, and 
was nearly drowned, being- 
carried 


down the river at least a quarter of 
a mile before he succeeded in getting 
out of the water 
He was nearly ex- 


hausted when he reached the bank 
-and said that it had been cairied 
a hundred yards farther, he would 
iiave been drowned. 


He was woikmg on a steep bank of 


the river where the water not only 
runs swift, but is quite deep. He was 
holding a rod and in stepping back- 
waid, slipped and fell into the water. 
He tiled to reach the shore by swim- 
ming, but the current was too stiong 
and he was carried into the center 
of the stream. 
He struggled desper- 


ately to teach the shoie, but soon be- 
came tired and had to float with the 
current 
The young engineer was earned into 


seveial swift rapids and a number of 
times struck rocks, which bruised his 
aims and legs badly, neaily causing 
him to give up the 
fight 
At last he 


succeeded in working his way out of the 
middle of the stream and gained a 
shallow part of the river, after which 
lie waded ashore. 
He laid on the 


bank for nearly an hour before he was 
stiong enough to walk up the river 
and rejoin his companions, who had 
lost sight of him in the windings of 
the liver and were trying to locate 
him.
